President Paves Way for In-
creased Fuel Prices.

Says There Is No Provision of Law
for Fixing New Rates for Peace-
Time Purposes.

Washington, March 205, — Govern-
ment contrel over the maximum price
of bituminous coal was withdrawn by
President Wilson, effective April 1.

At the same thme the president
